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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's timely filed and properly executed Terminal Disclaimers have been 
approved thereby obviating the obviousness type double patenting rejections.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach and/or suggest a method of starting a main reforming 
comprising the steps of introducing a first supply of fuel and a first supply of air into a 
micro reformer to produce a heated reformate in the micro reformer; directed the heated 
reformate through the main reformer to heat the main reformer; burning at least a 
portion of the heated reformate in the main reformer and increasing the first supply of 
fuel and the first supply of air to the micro reformer to increase the amount of heated 
reformate directed to the main reformer and introducing a second supply of fuel and 
second supply of air to the main reformer to produce a main supply of reformate. By 
performing the method as claimed, the start-up of the main reformer can be essentially 
instantaneous by increasing the flow rate in the micro reformer and then adding air and 
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then a fuel in the main reformer which results in producing a high flow rate of reformate 
within a short period of time.
